Budget requests of 
the student government activity 
groups exceed the board of fi- 
nance’s figures by almost $7000. 

Beiween June 15 and July 1 
the new Student Council headed 
by Bruce Porter, ASSSC presi- 
dent, will make final budget allo 
cations. The new Council's ap 
proval, Krier noted, is subject to 
the profit from the sale of stu- 
dent body cards in the fall 
semester. 

Athletics, under the board of 
finanee’s suggestion, will receive 
$18,000; publications $11,000: fine 
arts, $6060; social activities 

2100; ceneral fund $1950 

Administration of Krier’s of- 
fice $12,400; furniture and equip- 
ment for student service building 
lounge and office $1000; pledge 
to the Hornet foundation to help 
pay off the Student Service build- 
ing loan $1000; Cultural and 
World Affairs $650: reserve 
$3000; and contingency $400. 

All of the campus boards, ath- 
letics, publications, and fine arts, 
will distribute the budget money 
among their activities and de- 
partments. Athletics board will 
spend its money among football, 
basketball, baseball, boxing, golf, 
track, tennis, and administration, 


Campus Burglars 
Hits $600 Mark 


Thefts on he Sacramento State 
college campus mounted over the 
six hundred dollar mark this 
week according to college au- 
thorities. 

Missing items ranged from a 
ham to a printing calculator with 
values running from less than 
$10 to ore than $500. 

State and locai police were 
notified but had made no prog- 
ress in their investigation. 

Topping tine list was an Olivetti 
Printing Calculator, valued at 
$540 which disappeared during 
the move to the new classroom 
building. Staley W. Pretzer, col- 
lege business manager, said he 
was “assuming it was stolen.” 

Also missing was approximate- 
ly $20 which was stolen from the 
Miss Flashbulb contest. The 
money was taken from The Hor- 
net office amd the cafeteria 

The list continued to grow as 
pilferage of $15 from a cash 
drawer im the jibrary was re- 





ported. 
John Krier reported that a 
large wall clock, presented to 


him as a gift, was missing frofa 
his office. 

Several wallets have been stol- 
en from cafeteria tables while 
their owners were getting coffee. 
The wallets were recovered later, 
empty, in the cafeteria rest 
rooms. . 

Aslo missing from the cafe- 
teria were a ham and six to eight 
pounds of coffee, although Pret- 
zer stated that it could not be 
definitely listed as theft. 

Bob Zaro, senior class presi- 
dent, reported the theft of a spare 
tire and wheel from his car. 

Meanwhile the Student Coun- 
cil approved a committee to 
study setting up an honor system 
on campus to help prevent cheas- 
ing on tests. 
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Council Squanders Student Money 


Few students probably realize it, but they are treating 
members of the Student Council to a big blow-out this week- 
end at Forest Lake. 

Many Sacramento State College students would probably 
like to take a trip somewhere today and tomorrow, but they 
decided not to because they couldn’t afford it or because 
school work got in the way. They should have had the fore- 
sight to be elected to the Student Council, then the Associ- 
ated Students would pay their way. 

The point of this “conference” is to give the retiring 
members of the Student Council a chance to instruct the 
new members on the proper methods of harassing the 
etudents. 

However, this objective could be just as easily satisfied 
at a back-yard barbecue—or even at a regular mecting. It is 
re’ jecessary to go to a mountain retreat to talk over eld 
times. 

The Hornet does not object to conferences in which stu- 
dents from SSC meet with students from other colleges to 
discuss common problems. Tom Willoughby, Associated Stu- 
dents president, and Bruce Porter, ASSSC president elect, 
recently returned from a student presidents conference in 
Tempe, Ariz. If they acquired any new and stimulating 
ideas, as we rather suspect that they did, The Hornet is all 
for that trip. 

However, this weekend’s Council outing will add no new 
contacts to the student leaders. They will meet no officers 
from other colleges. They will be unable to gain new ideas 
because there will be no new ideas present, that would not 
be present at a meeting on campus. In short, this party will 
add nothing to the quality of student government at SSC. 

Sacramento State College students should rise up against 
this miss-use of their money. They should tell their Student 
Council representatives that they want their cash spent in 
a more constructive manner. 

Students should demand that the Student Council cut 
this useless excursion out of next year’s ASSC budget be- 
fore it eliminates another important item. This trip will cost 
the students about $400. That money could provide free 
food to all the students attending the All College picnic. It 
could provide four more sports dances. It could pay for two 
informal dances. It culd support the senior ball. It could 
provide a pre-season training table for football. This money 
could stage a complete three act play. 

Let’s tell the Student Council to spend the money where 
it’l] do some good. 


Condemns Theft 


This editorial breaks a long-standing rule on The Hornet. 
For some time it has been the policy of this paper never to 
criticize “a person or persons unknown.” However, in this 
case, it seems that the rule should be broken, because some 
anonymous thief deserves not only criticism but condemna- 
tion. 

The story can be put as simply as this: “Somebody stole 
from the Student Loan fund drive.” 

During the course of the event, this unknown phantom 
took at least $20 in receipts from the Miss Flashbulb con- 
test. On three separate occasions, money was stolen from 





the event. Twice the thefts were made ufter the coin boxes 
had been emptied—and once a whole voting board was 
pinched. 


The theft of the board might have thrown off the entire 
election results. Those votes were not counted. The Hornet 
office burglaries only cheated the Loan fund drive because 
those votes had already been counted. 

A look at the thefts would indicate that they must have 
been an inside job. One of them took place less than a half 
hour after the money was temporarily laid down. 

It' is hard to admit that one of the staff members is 
responsible, but the inference is unmistakable. 

This campus’ honest students should be apauled at 
this incident. If a man is low enough to steal from the 
Student Loan fund drive, who is safe? 

The purpose of this editorial is simply to inform the 
etudents that there is a thief at work on campus. Don’t 


leave things lying around. Watch your hat and coat. And 
above all, keep your eyes open for the SLFD thief. He

Explains Play View 
Editor of The Hornet: 

Since the freedom of ideas and 
expressions is a major concern 
of the local chapter of the Amer- 
ican Association of University 
Professors as it is to you and 
the four students who wrote the 
recent letter about the decision 
to drop Sarte’s play No Exit, the 
chapter shares an interest in the 
matter of this decision. 

The statement in your editorial 
in The Hornet on May 10, to the 
effect that Dr. Carl Thomas 
“was forced to drop the play,” is 
misleading. According to Dr. 
Thomas, his immediate superior 
allowed complete freedom to act, 
and the college administration 
was not brought into the mat- 
ter at all. Dr. Tnomas decided to 
drop the play after a discussion 
with allim embers of the cast, 
some of them wanting to go 
ahead with it and some wanting 
to abandon dt. A crucial consider- 
ation was that two players, each 
at different timest entatively 
cast in a major role, were re- 
luctant or unwilling to play it. 
This circumstance and the short- 
ness of time then remaining for 
preparation were important fac- 
tors leading to the decision 

It is true that objections to the 
play were heard from off cam- 
pus. Some amount of community 
criticism seems inevitable if a 
coliege is to fulfill its responsi- 
bility of presenting controversial 
material and exploring new ideas. 
The locai chapter of AAUP is 
searching for ways in which it 
can encourage and support both 
professors and students who in- 
cur such criticism. Also we 
would like to help them to be 
well informed as to the extent 
of such support which they may 
expect from the college. 

We are glad that the issue of 
freedom of thought is important 
to at least a few of our journal- 
ists and other students. No doubt 
you wil] agree with us that this 
freedom must always be coupled 
with responsibility, which in 
journalism demands careful and 
accurate reporting

West Announces 
Offering Extension 


Extension of Sacramento State 
College's offerings for freshmen 
and sophomores, especially in 
the sciences, was announced 
Tuesday by Dr. Guy A. West, 
president of the college. 

Dr. West said that the life 
science building to be completed 
in the fall will give the neces- 
sary laboratory and classroom 
space for added instruction in 
physics, chemistry and related 
subjects, 

The changes will not add re 
quirements to SSC’s general ed- 
ucation program, Dr. West said. 
They will. however, make addi- 
tional work on an elective basis 
available for students preparing 
to enter medical schools and 
other specialized programs. 

Sacramento State's program is 
already fully accredited, Dr. 
West said; its credits are accept- 
ed at al] major colieges and uni- 
versities, The new offerings will 
make it possible for future spe- 
ialists to obtain a complete 
background in their fields. 

Dr. West also announced that 
the employment of additional 
faculty members has made pos- 
sible the extension of lower dive 
ision courses in English, philoso- 
phy and the socia! sciences. New 
or revised courses in these areas 
will be offered in the fal).

De- 
lores Sharp as Abbie Putnam 
and Don Dittmer as Eben Cabot 
showed rare feeling. 

Only two criticisms could be

show. On occasion, the actors 
tended to mumble and lose the 
meaning of the words in a haze 
of down-east accent. There was 
also a slight tendency to over- 
act, perhaps in an effort to over- 
come the stark bareness of the 
virtually settingless stage. 

By and large, however, the 
play was a great success. Rich- 
ard Gregory did a workmanlike 
job as director and added to his 
busy evening by taking the part 
of Simeon Cabot. 

In short, the play was one of 
deep feeling—and it sent the pa- 
trons from the theater asking, 
“Wher will they do something 
like this again?”

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Interview Gives 
Abilities Of SSC 
Coach J. Baker

“I hope to improve, to the best 
of my ability, on the hard work 
and effort that has already gone 
into this college's athletic sys- 
tem.” These are the words of 
Sacramento State College's new 
head footba!l coach, John Baker. 

Baker went on to say that he 
thinks former Hornet coach, 
Dave Strong, has done a lot of 
hard work and a real fine job.” 
He has also been of great help to 
me since I came to Sacramento.” 

Coach Baker is fresh from 
four fruitful years of coaching 
at the University of Washington 
He was the only survivor of the 
Scherberg case; when Scherberg 
was fired as Huskies head coach 
in 1955, his entire coaching staff, 
except for Baker, was also fired 
Under Scherberg Baker was both 
offensive and defensive line 
coach. After Scherberg left 
Washington, he was replaced by 
the young Oklahoma Sooner Ali- 
American, Darryl] Royal. Baker 
served as Royal's defensive line 
coach last year 

The new coach is optimistic 
about next season. He stated that 
he hoped to improve on 
year’s record (3-5-1) 

He summed up his feelings on 
the coming season by saying: “I 
want to build a good team and 
tradition.” 

Baker will install the split T 
and certain phases of the 
into SSC’s offense 
Hornets were mainly a 
wing offensive team last year 
Baker should be quite familiar 
with the split T as Washington 
used it almost exclusively 
year. 

Coach Baker says he looks for 
three things in a football play- 
er: First, ‘He must be a student 
By that I mean he must main- 
tain the needed grades to be eli- 
gible for football.

Coach Baker continued by say-
